MILAN, Italy, Dec. 13.—When 


I first went in to see Premier 
Mussolini I thought to make him 
laugh. But the man's intense seri- 
ousness pretty soon changed my 
tactics. 


II Duce was greatly interested 


in my proposals for producing 
Italian pictures in Italy with Ital- 
ian scenery as a background, but 
with American actors and Ameri 
can capital. 


I told him America can't pro- 


duce enough good pictures to fill 
the theatre and satisfy the in- 
satiable demand for good films. 
We have hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of film properties to 
feed films. 


I believe stars who are even 


under contract with studios would 
come to Italy on their vacations 
and while here 
make pictures. 


They would be good good-will vis- 
itors from America and Ameri- 
can film industries. 


Second Only to Roosevelt. 


Premier Mussolini, I believe af- 


ter my audience, .to'be the second 
greatest perso. lity in the world. 
President Roosevelt 
is first, of 


course. But there are a lot of 
lepublicans in the United States 
who say Mussolini is still first. 


I told him many people in 


Italy criticize American films only 
because th«y are American. But 
when we see the liner Rex com- 
ing into New York—why should 
not Italians be happy at seeing 
the best films in the world, just 
as we are happy at seeing the 
finest boat in the world. 


A mistaken idea is that it takes 


great capital to make swell films.

The government's insist- 
ence upon a preferred creditors' 
position also hampered progress, 
they said. 


Two concrete proposals were 


said to have been submitted by 
a group of New York banks to 
Jones' organization, one involving 
the raising of $10,000,000 capital 
by a New York banking syndi- 
cate. 


But bankers acknowledged they 


had a stout critic and stubborn 
fighter in Jones. 


In a aprevious spat over the 


purchase of preferred stocks and 
capital notes from banks to en- 
large their capital for lending 
purposes, Jones won out when 
most of the big New York banks 
took the lead and sold an in- 
tereit to th» RFC.

The capitalist and horse racing 
enthusiast died at his home here 
last night as the result of a stroke 
of paralysis suffered Sunday. 
He had been in ill health since 


1933 when he suffered a previous 
stroke. 
He had recovered suffi- 
ciently, however, to attend 
the 


races . last month 
at 
Arlington 


Downs, the racing plant between 
here and Dallas which stands as 
a mohument to his love of fine 
Horses. 


Waggoner was a cattleman and 
horseman first and above all. 
It 


was on cattle that his fortune was 
founded. 
In his later years oil 


was discovered under a huge slice 
of his wide landholdtngs and ad- 
ned more millions than the ranch 
business had produced, but he re- 
tained big livestock interests. 
Loved Horseflesh. 
It was on tt»e range, too, that 
ms love of competing horseflesh 
began. There was keen competi- 
tion between him and Burk Bur- 
nett, a ranching contemporary, in 
the matter of fast cow ponies. 
Waggoner had- lived in 
Fort 


Worth for nearly 30 years, but had 
retained active 
management of 


his holdings. 


He was a leader in civic enter- 
prises 'here. 
Honors bestowed 


upon him in that connection in- 
cluded designation 
by the 
Ex- 


change Club of Port Worth's most 
distinguished citizen of 1933. and 
presentation by a citizens' commit- 
tee in 1929 of a $5,000 trophy Jn 
appreciation of his work in behalf 
Bf this city. 
His Illness prevented him from 
attending the banquet at which 
the "most distinguished citizen" 
iwardi. was celebrated in 1933. but 
speakers on that occasion praised 
him for business acumen coupled 
with scrupulous fairness, his pow- 
ers of leadership, and his willing- 
ness to lend himself to deserving 


Father Texas Racing;. 
In more than name he was the 


"father of horse racing in ^exas." 
He first ecame interested in thor- 
oughbreds in 1897. and built up a 
ereditabel stable on his ranch near 
Electra. 


His silks were retired from the 


imtfon s racing; ovals from 1909, 
when the sport was banned in 
Texas, to 1924, but since that year 
he and his two sons had built up 
the Three b stable, which produc- 
ed numerous winners. 


Almost unaided at the start he 


carried on the fight to legalize 
racing' again !n Texas. 
Gradually 


his following grew until in 1933 
the legislature passed an/j Gov. 
Miriam A. Ferguson signed a bill 
permitting parl-mutuel betting at 
facks. 


was on the day after the g;ov- 


Jior signed the measure that he 
stricken the first time. 
Built Arlington Downs. 


In the meantime, however, he 


ha'd invested sums estimated as 
hi|h as $3,000.000 in making Ar- 
lington Downs one of the coun- 
try's fastest and most beautiful 
tracks. 
He had conducted brief 


meetings there without gambling 
even before the parl-mutuels were 
legalized. , 


It was one of the tragedies of 


his life that encroaching blindness 
made him able to see only the dim 
outlines of the speeding thorough- 
breds, competing legally on his 
own track, after the legislature 
passed the measure.

12.—(IF)—Sterili- 
zation of Texas Insane was hailed 
today 
by the 
state board of 


control, administrators of 
elee- 


mosynary institutions, as the only 
known method for prevention of 
hereditary types of Insanity, Im- 
becility and idiocy. 


The board commended the plan 


to the Texas legislature for a 
study of the "merit and practi- 
cability of' legally applying ster- 
ilization In Texas." 


Sterilization of insane was In- 


corporated .in a two-point recom- 
mendation in the board's annual 
report for prevention of insanity. 
The other phase was a mental 
hygiene program in which serv- 
ices of expert psychiatrists would 
be made available through pub- 
lic schools and juvenile court for 
treatment of incipient and correc- 
tive cases.

UP)—Senator 
Huey Long today 
threatened to have a special ses- 
sion of the Louisiana legislature 
called to punish the public utili- 
ties if thev contest the act of 
the last session which authorized 
an Investigation of their rates.

BUSINESS BETTER. 


In spite of the turmoil In 


Europe there appears to be 
a consistent 
improveraenl 


in business conditions in 
most of the great commer- 
cial and industrial nations. 
The summary published by 
the U. S. department of 
commerce from reports of 
the department's European 
ferrepentatives makes this 
encouraging statement: 


'.'Developments in t h e 
united Kingdom are of an 
encouraging 
nature 
with 
rwpect to domestic trad- 
ing and foreign trade shows 
a very small gain. In spite 
of German efforts to pre- 
vent price increases, the 
.wholesale index rose dur- 
ing October. The improv- 
"ing trend in Swed^h busi- 
ness is maintained with un- 
employment at lowest level 
since October, 1931. Condi- 
tions in Norway were fairly 
satisfactory 
in the third 
quarter of the year, slightly 
further improvement being 
registered. 
The tendency 


for business in Greece to 
improve alowly continues. 
Austrian foreign trade dur- 
ing September was larger 
in value thai last year and 
for nine months the adverse 
balance has been reduced.' 


How the governments of 
these countries can believe 
that

jcaii be hastened or even 
maintained v.I ile suspicion 
and strutting and prating 
of war are permitted to ex- 
cite the minds of the peo- 
ple, it 5: difficult tc under- 
stand.

"When that rush comes is 
the beginning of^real prosperity."

NAVAL ACCORD HELD 
POSSIBLE NEXT YEAR 


DY JAPS-BRITISH 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—(ff)—Both 


Japan and the United States are 
courting Great Britain for a pos- 
sible future bl-lateral naval ac- 
cord, diplomatic quarters said to- 
day. 


This development came 
with 
the current conversations of the 
three greatest sea powers on the 
threshold of adjournment They 
may be resumed next year. 


The Japanese delegation join- 
ed the British In expressing op- 
timism that an agreement may 
be possible in 1935 and that it 
would make every effort to reach 
one when the talks are resumed. 
There appeared little possibil- 


ity, however, that Tokyo would 
give up its demand for full equal- 
ity—which deadlocked the present 
conversations. 
Japan, diplomatic quarters re- 
ported, appears just as Interested 
in an accord with Great Britain 
as the Americans are. While the 
British privately Indicated they 
might later welcome an agree- 
ment with the United States, In 
the event there is no general 
naval treaty after 1936, they are 
doing everything possible to re- 
tain friendly relations with Ja- 
pan.

Record Low For 


Temperature In 
December Miami 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 12. 


—(/P)—Florida today took stock of 
apparently widespread damage to 
citrus and truck crops following 
a cold wave last night which in 
some Instances smashed all-time 
December temperature records. 


The entire peninsula was hard 
hit by the wintry blast. 
Light 
snow flurries were reported 
in 
at least three cities—St. Peters- 
burg, Tampa, and 
Jacksonville 


—during thr past 24 hours. The 
snow melted as it hit the ground. 


Miami reported an all-time De- 
cember low of 30.4 degrees down- 
town at 7:15 a. m., while the air- 
port, 14 miles from the city, had 
a temperature of 28.5. 
Jacksonville had an official low 


of 23 while Ocala reported its 
coldest weather in years with an 
offilcal low of 20. Palm Beach 
had a low last night of 31 o> 
grees, the lowest recorded since 
the weather bureau was establish- 
ed in 1929. 
Ocala reported the loss to citrus 


growers would be heavy. 
Truck gardens in the vicinity 


of St. Petersburg were hurt but 
no damage was believed to have 
been done to grapefruit. Oranges 
were hurt, however, and tanger- 
ines were badly damaged. 
Polk county's citrus crop dam- 
age was estimated at 25 per cent 
and strawberry plants were set 
back two weeks. 


MIAMI, Fla., nec. 12.—(M—The 
Miami weather bureau reported 
an all-time December low here at 
7:15 a. m. today with a reading of 
30.4.Richard W. Gray, federal me- 
teorologist, said the lowest prev- 
iously recorded temperature for 
December, since opening of the bu- 
reau in 1895, was 32. At the air- 
port station, 14 miles from 
the 
city, the mercury fell to 28.5. 
Children enjoyed an unexpected, 
but shivering holiday, as superin- 
tendent 
of 
public 
instruction, 
Charles M. Fisher, ordered closing 
of all buildings except two at 
Miami Beach equipped with steam 
heat Installations. 
Thin sheets of ice formed on 
exposed pans of water, in bird 
cages and gutter pools in metro- 
politan Miami, the weatherman 
said. 
Unofficial reports from the Red- 
land district, large farming and 
grove area south of Miami, gave 
varying losses from the freezing 
weather. 
Damage to string beans and 
squash was estimated at 75 per 
cent. 
Tomatoes, planted chiefly 
in high pine land, fared better, 
and the new planting of potatoes 
escaped serious injury. 
Growers said the extent of cit- 
rus injury could not be definitely 
determined until the sun warms 
the trees. If damaged, the grow- 
ers said, cracks will appear in the 
bark. 
Protective fires were maintain- 
ed during the night in many 
groves.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—(/Pt— 
Jesse H. Jones challenged 
the 
New York banking and business 
community today to set up a |50,- 
000,000 corporation, with 
federal 


aid, to help "unfreeze the mort- 
gage situation." 


The chairman of the reconstruc- 


tion finance corporation told the 
bond club at a luncheon: 


"We at the RFC have been 
trying to Interest bankers and 
business men, not only in New 
York, but throughout the coun- 
try, in establishing or rebuild- 
ing mortgage institutions, and I 
am ashamed to admit the lack of 
interest and co-operation shown," 
To improve the real estate situ- 


ation, he said, the RFC had of- 
fered to buy preferred stock and 
capital notes in trust companies 
that would specialize in real es- 
tate mortgages. 


"No one seems to be willing to 
go Into the business—as a busi- 
ness," he complained. 
He suggested that New York- 


ers form .a new, sound company, 
with a minimum capital of $50,- 
000,000 to lend on first mortgage 
certificates of mortgage concerns 
"no longer able to assist their 
investors" and also to meet ma- 
turing mortgages and finance new 
buildings.

As to conditions In general, he 


said 'business is better" and that 
if private Interests continue their 
co-operative attitude and "all pitch 
in with confidence, the fight will 
soon be won."

Explosions ripped out the 
interiors 
of four moving 


picture theatres early today 
and sent the bomb squads 
of 
three 
Southern New 


England p o l i c e depart- 
ments into action. 


The theatres, which police be- 


lieved were wrecked bv planted 
bombs., were: 
The Majestic and 
Tremont, in downtown Boston, the 
Capitol Theatre. Pawtucket, R. I., 
wrecl. ;d the concrete projection 
booth and tore great chunks from 
the walls and ceiling of the audi- 
torium. 


A half hour later the front of 
the Tremont Theatre, in the cen- 
er of Boston's downtown shopping 
area, was blown out. Then, the 
lounge of the Majestic Theatre, 
almost diagonally across Tremont 
street, was wrecked. 
Fourth Show Bombed. 
Just before 5 a. m. a dull roar 
came from the Interior of the Cap- 
itol Theatre, In Lynn. Mass.. and 
investigating officers 
found 
the 
basement rest rooms torn apart. 
Deputy Fire Chief William 
P. 
Connolley of Pawtucket said there 
was no doubt but what > bomb 
had caused the blast there. He 
tound fragments of the missile, he 
said, and there was a strong odor 
of explosives In the theatre. 
Fire Chief Dennis Coughlln, who 


responded with fire apparatus to 
the Boston explosions, said those 
too were the 
result of carefully 


planted bombs. 
Lynn police were just as certain 
the explosions there resulted from 
a time bomb. 
, 
The only one of the four thea- 
tres in which anyone vas work- 
ing was the Majestic, at Boston. 
A number of scrubwomen were 
cleaning the auditorium of the 
house. They were uninjured, but 
were .badly frightened by the dull 
roar in the basement, which shook 
the structure. 
Damage Etlmated Heavy. 
No immediate estimate of dam- 
age was made, but firemen said 
there was little doubt it would to- 
tal "many 
thousands." 
City Chemist Stratton.' attached 
to the bomb' squad at .Boston po- 
lice headquarters, said fragments 
found in the wreckage at the Tre- 
mont Theatre indicated the use of 
'dynamite." 
Tte Tremont and Majestic thea- 
tres are owned, police said, by the 
Greater Boston 
Theatres, Inc., 


whose resident manager is Samuel 
Richmond of this city. The Paw- 
tucket and Lynn theatres, are a 
part of the E. M. Leow chain. 
Richmond, only executive of 
any of the Boston theatres, avail- 
able, refused to discuss any aspect 
of the bombing. 
Asked if there had been labor 
trouble at the Tremont. he said. 
"I have nothing to say until I 
find out more about this myself. 
Several Questioned. 
Deputy 
Superintendent James 


Claflin of the Boston police de- 
partment, who was placed 
in 


charge of the investigation here, 
called Richmond, 
two 
scrubwo- 
men from the Majestic theatre, 
and two taxi drivers to police pre- 
clnt four for questioning. 
He wshed to talk to Richmond 
he said, regarding any trouble the 
theatre might have had with em- 
ployes. and he wanted a firsthand 
story from the scrubwomen, who 
were in the theatre at the time 
of the explosion. 
The taxi drivers, he said, had 
reported seeing two men acting 
suspiciously in the vlcitlty of the 
Tremont theatre shortly before 
the explosion. 
Two Unions. 
Fred E. Lleberman. who sala 
he leased the Malestic and Tre- 
mont theatres from the owners 
about six months ago. accounted 
for the bombings by saying: 
There are two unions. That's

He told the Associated Press his 
employes "are members of

FEDERAL RELIEF AND 


NRA CRITICIZED BY 


FARMJEDERATION 


NEW DEAL AGENCIES CON- 
DEMNED IN RESOLUTIONS 
ADOPTED BY CONVENTION 


NASHVILLE, Tcnn., Dec. 13.— 


(IP)—The American Farm Bureau 
Federation closed its sixteenth an- 
nual conveniton with a criticism 
of federal relief 
administration 


and the NRA. 
The new deal agencies were 
criticized in resolutions adopted 
by the farmers at the final meet- 
ing last night. They turned to 
resolutions after hearing David E. 
Lilienthal, power director of the 
Tennessee 
Valley authority, de- 


scribe rural electrification 
such 


as has been undertaken by the 
TVA as a 
major 
faction 
in 


strengthening American agricul- 
ture. 


Subsequently they elected new 


directors, 
including 
Mra. Abble 


Sargent of Zedford, N. H., 
the 


first woman ever to sit on the 
federation's board. 


The resolution on federal relief 


was directed at the purported 
growing dependency of relief re- 
cipients, the achlevcmnts of Work 
projects and the scales of pay 
on such projects. 


"We cannot approve a continu- 


ation of plans and operations con- 
nected with federal relief projects 
during the last two years," said 
the resolution, "which have in 
many instances promoted a desire 
on the part of some of our citi- 
zens to be unemployed,, and have 
In other instances developed an 
alarming thought in the minds of 
many voters that the government 
owes them a living, irrespective 
of whether or not they do any- 
thing to justify the governmental 
relief given them." 


The convention declared 
for 


elimination of "these features of 
NRA which' authorize or permit 
violation of the national anti-trust 
laws by price fixing or otherwise 
and which continue extreme re- 
duction of industrial and labor 
production.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(IP)— 
Close cooperation 
between 
his 
committee to take the profit out 
of war and the senate committee 
investigating munitions, was sug- 
gested today by President Roose- 
velt. 
He made this suggestion during 
a talk with Senator Clark (D- 
Mo.), a member of the munitions 
committee. 
When the President named a 
group yesterday to 
investigate 
war profits several senators were 
irritated because that action was 
taken before thev had finished 
their inquiry. 
The President brought up the 
subject. Clark said. 


"Mr. 
Roosevelt told me he ex- 
pected his war profits committee 
to cooperate with our senate com- 
mittee and vice versa," 
Clark 


added. 
Benard M. Baruch, former war 
industries board chairman who 
is heading the Roosevelt commit- 
tee to draft legislation, said the 
President and his group would 
consult freely with members of 
the senate and house. 
"I see no basis for conflict be- 


tween the two committees," Clark 
said. "We are trying our best 
to get something done and wel- 
come aid." 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(>P>— 


A warning that any attempt to 
sidetrack the senate arms 
in- 
quiry would lead to a bitter fight 
in 
congress came today from 
members of the Investigating com- 
mittee as President Roosevelt's 
independent move to make war 
profitless got under way. 


At the same time it became 
clear that the program to 
be 
drawn by Bernard M. Baruch, 
Hugh S. Johnson and other prom- 
inent new dealers named by the 
President probably will 
center 
around these cardinal points: 
1. Should war break out, prices 


would be "frozen" immediately to 
prevent skyrocketing. 


2. War profits would be seized 


by drastic taxation. 
A 1932 re- 
port of the war policies commis- 
sion, on which the President's 
new board will base Its study, 
urged a 95 per cent tax on all 
income above the "previous three- 
year avefage.'1 


3. Machinery would be created 
for the swift mobilization of the 
nation's industrial resources in 
time of conflict. 
Administration 
officials strove 
today to remove an unconcealed 
feeling by some members of the 
senate munitions committee that 
the President's move was designed 
to check the senate inquiry. 


After the committee chairman, 
Senator Nye (R-Ind) had said it 
was 
"amazing" 
that 
"efforts 
should now be made to seem to 
check and -halt" the committees 
work, President Roosevelt made 
plain that congressional leaders 
would be consulted in the program 
to take profit out of war." 


Also, Baruch, who heads the 
Presidential board, said after a 
conference at the white house 
that he hoped the senate com- 
mittee would continue its work, 
which he praised highly. Secre- 
tary of War Dern, who omitted 
to keep a reported engagement 
with committee members recent- 
ly, planned to confer with them 
today. 
Four of the seven senators on 
the munitions committee agreed 
the Inquiry would go ahead. They 
planned to plunge today into an 
investigation of how the war de- 
partment procures its supplies.
